CARRIED NEARLY 490,000 
PASSENGERS IN MAY 


Revenue for Month Was Over $20,000 
—Present Bookkeeping System Does 
Not Show What the Expenditure of 
the Department Was, 


The remarkable increases which 
have taken place in the business of the 
street railway department since the 
opening of the financial year are illus- 
trated in a striking manner by the de- 
tailed statements for the seven months 
ending May 34, which have just been 
issued by the department. The state- 
ments show the increase in number 
of passengers carried, in the number of 
cars in operation and the trafiie re- 
ceipls, in the car mileage and in the 
number of employees in the various 
branches of the service. Unfortun- 
ately no statistics of expenditure are 
given, and it is impossible to deter- 
mine from a perusal of the figures, the 
financial standing of the street railway 
loday or at any one time since. the in- 
troduction of the system of accounting 
devised by Commissioner Bouillon, 
While it is believed that the system is 
now upon a profit-making basis, the 
compiled statistics shed no light on 
this question, and the time and manner 
in Which the department was converted 
from a deficit, maker into a revenue 
producer remains a seeret unreve aled 
even to the city auditor, 

The statistics reveal the paradox 
ofa very large increase in traMe during 
the seven months, side by side with 
a very considerable deerease in’ the 


output of current at the power plant | 


for the operation of the system, In 
November of last year, when but 15 
cars Were in operation, and of these 
only 183 passenger cars, when the num- 


ber of passengers carried on the street | B 


railway was 361,215, and the revenue 
$15,126,75, the output of direct cur- 
rent from the trate bus bars at the 
power plant, was 255,400 kilowatt 
hours. In May last, with 24 ears’ in 
operation, and an average of 18 passen- 
ger cars, With a lotal of 489,317 pas- 
sengers, bringing in a revenue of $20,- 
416.416, the power plant output to the 
street railway was 209,900 kilowatt 
hours, The consumption of current 
has in fact decreased almost continu- 
ously from month to month, while the 
trafic, which fell off slightly during 
the extremely cold months of January 
and February, has steadily increased 
in volume sinee the opening of Mareh. 
The revenue per car mile has inereased 
from 28 cents in November, to 80.4 
cents in May, and the revenue per pas- 
senger mile from 28.3 cents in Novem- 
ber to 30.4. April was the month 
Which showed the highest revenue per 
car and per passenger mile, the figures 
for that month being 30.5 and 30.8 
respectively, The total passenger re- 
ceipts in April amounted to $19,014.07, 
the increase during the month of May, 
when the special Sunday service to the 
east end park was inaugurated late 
i) the month, being thus &1,401,09, 
The revenue in March was $16,869.81. 

While there has been no increase in 
the mileage of paved track during 
the months with which — the report 
deals, the total being 7 miles in Novem- 
ber, and no greater today, one and a 
half miles, mainly on the east end ex- 
tension, were ballasted in May, bring- 
ing the total of ballasted track laid 
throughout the system to 14 miles, By 
the onening of the east Jasper route 
in May, the total mileage of the routes 
in operation has increased from 47.54 
to 19.66, Street cars in operation 
covered a total of 53,515.69 miles in 
November, 56,219.78 in December, 
50,998.94 in February, 58,789.69 — in 
March, 61,584.64 in April, and 67,- 
029.81, the highest on record, in May. 
One day in May no fewer than 19,709 
nassenger fares were received, this 
being the highest total ever known, 
and considerably greater than the total 
for citizen's day at the fair last year, 
When the record for 1910 was estab- 
lished, The average number of pas- 
sengers per day was in November, 
12,040, in January it had fallen to 44,- 
280, and in May inereased to 15,784, 
The average number of miles covered | 
per passenger was 15 in November and! 
44 in May. 

An inerease of hearly fifty per cent. 
has taken place in the number of em- 
ployees of the department. In Nov- 
ember 404 persons were employed on 
the staff, and in May 152. During the 
Winter months, while there was a 
steady increase in the number of men 
engaged in the operation of cars, there 
was a considerable decrease in’ the 
Number of maintenance of way em- 
ployees, and during December, Janu- 
ary and February construction was 
necessarily at a standstill. In Novem- 
ber 65 men were required to, run the 
cars, In December 68, in January 67, 
in February 74, in March 77, in April 
81, and in May 84. Twelve men were 
engaged in construction during April 
and May, as compared with 2 in March, 
When the construction work of the 
season was commenced,

If the opinion of the city solicitor is correct and the band:con- 
certs must be stopped, the circumstance shows that we have not al- 
together passed the age of bigotry and tyrranical laws. 

As it stands now, many thousand people who would like 
to spend their Sunday afternoons at the park listening to the band, 
are prevented from so doing because one Blayney calls attention to 
an act which is framed with the intention of preventing amusement 
promoters from operating for profit on Sundays. 

Mr. Blayney’§ course in the matter certainly proves that he be- 
longs to that class of bigots who, not content with the enjoyment 


of the personal liberty guaranteed them under Anglo-Saxon laws, | 


must needs endeavor to curtail the liberties of others. 

What kind of a man Mr. Blayney is, however, nor what 
mental kinks may become virulent in the minds of these moral re- 
formers, is really not the point in the present situation. These people 
should have the right, if they choose to exercise it, to sequester them- 
selves in their own cellars on Sunday with the doors locked and 
the light turned low, or to spend their Sundays in the cemeteries 
in contemplation of the fleetingness of life and the melancholy in- 
terrogation of death.

Furthermore, if the burden of proof were put up to the clique 
who would stop the concerts it would be up to them to show that 
the fares which were charged on the park line were paid because of 
the band. The citizen who wishes to use the street railway on a 
Sunday has perfect liberty to ride to Twenty-first street, the packing 
plant or Strathcona, but when he makes, the park his destination the 
city must stop the concerts. Let Mr. Blayney and his friends prove 
that all those people who go to the park are induced to go because of 


the fact that there is going to be music within the limits of the public! 


playground. 

Possibly if Mr. Blayney and his friends were confronted with the 
necessity of minding their own business or guaranteeing the costs 
of carrying the case to the privy council they would not be so en- 
thusiastic about thrusting rules of conduct on people who do not 
interfere with them.
